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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Jefferson  School  District: 

Foreword 

Schools  of  all  times  have  had  a  high  regard  for 
moral  and  spiritual  values.  It  has  alv^ays  been  an 
important  objective  of  teachers  to  develop  and 
strengthen  them.  There  have  been  many  periods 
of  history  in  which  these  values  have  been  corrupt- 
ed.   This  is  such  a  period. 

Moral  values  have  been  shaken  in  our  gener- 
ation iby  two  world  wars,  by  a  wasteful  economic 
depression,  by  a  resurgence  of  barbarism  among 
supposedly  civilized  people  and  by  the  subordination 
of  ideals  to  the  technical  and  material  achievements 
of  a  machine  age. 

Teaching  correct  moral  and  spiritual  values 
cannot  be  done  by  the  schools  alone.  This  area  of 
education  extends  outside  the  classroom  and  the  ac- 
complishment of  its  objectives  waits  upon  the  co- 
operation of  school,  home,  church,  and  community. 

These,  our  greatest  life  values,  can  best  be 
taught  through  the  combined  efforts  of  an  honest 
government,  a  vital  church,  a  stable  home,  schools 
staffed  with  conscientious  teachers  and  a  community 
that  cares.  Moral  and  spiritual  values  develop  out 
of  total  experience. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

There  are,  at  this  writing,  113  enrolled  at  the 
Hill  School.  This  is  an  increase  of  ten  over  the 
corresponding  period  for  last  year.  There  are,  29  in 
grades  1-2,  21  in  grades  3-4,  30  in  grades  5-6  and 
33  in  grades  7-8. 

The  percentages  of  attendance  for  two  of  the 
rooms  last  year  were  good.  The  attendance  for 
grades  3-4  was  97.83  and  for  grades  7-8  97.05.  Any- 
thing above  97%  is  considered  as  worthy  of  special 
commendation.     There  were  32  cases  of  tardiness 
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during  the  year.     Grades  3-4  had  the  best  record 
with  but  a  single  tardiness  mark. 

Tuition 

There  were,  at  the  opening  of  school  in  Sep- 
tember, 42  tuition  pupils  attending  school  outside 
the  district.  Of  these,  40  were  at  Lancaster  and  2 
at  Berlin.  The  number  was  exactly  the  same  as  for 
the  preceeding  year. 

Seven  of  the  tuition  pupils  are  Seniors.  With 
15  in  grade  8  at  the  Hill  School  it  looks  as  though 
we  might  have  a  rather  sharp  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  tuition  pupils  for  1954-55.  The  Lancaster 
tuition  rate  for  1953-54  is  $200.00  per  pupil.  In- 
formation from  Lancaster  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
rate  will  be  $225.00  for  next  year.

Mrs.  Houle  was  the 
only  new  teacher.  She  formerly  taught  at  Pelham, 
N.  H. 
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Wari^ant 

The  School  Board  has  this  year  seen  fit  to  in- 
clude three  special  articles  in  the  school  warrant. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  district  will  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Building  Fund  and  that  they  will  appropri- 
ate money  each  year  to  be  placed  in  the  fund  as  well 
as  approve  placing  unemcumbered  balance  remain- 
ing at  the  end  of  each  year  in  such  a  fund. 

The  Hill  School  is,  as  has  been  reported  before, 
fast  becoming  outmoded.  These  special  articles  will 
provide  an  opportunity  for  the  district  to  start  ap- 
propriatng  funds  toward  a  new  building. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  total  budget  for  1954-55  is 
$35,586.00  as  compared  with  $30,000.00  for  1953-54. 
It  might  be  interesting  to  recall  that  the  total  school 
budget  for  1952-53  was  $33,780.50. 

The  1954-55  figure  represents  an  increase  of 
$5,586.00  over  1953-54  but  only  $1,805.50  more  than 
was  voted  for  $1952-53. 

The  Tuition  item  accounts  for  a  major  portion 
of  the  increase.  It  is  expected  that  we  will  have 
more  pupils  and  a  higher  tuition  rate. 

Any  money  received  from  State  Aid  will  be 
deducted  from  the  total  budget  voted  by  the  district 
meeting. 

Conclusion 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  school  to  do  everything 
possible  to  help  train  our  boys  and  girls  to  become 
active,  reliable,  self-supporting  citizens  in  a  democ- 
racy. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
parents,  teachers  and  friends  for  the  interest  they 
have  shown  in  the  schools  and  for  their  loyal  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.
